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FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Mew  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society  : 

The  Fourth  Annual  Fair  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Agri- 
cultural Society,  was  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton,  on  the 
14th,  15th,  16th  and  17th  days  of  September,  1858. 

The  grounds  selected  for  the  Fair  were  a beautiful  level 
lot,  containing  sixty  acres  of  land,  and  owned  by  David  S. 
Quintin. 

On  Tuesday,  the  Fair  grounds  presented  a gay  and  attrac- 
tive appearance.  All  kinds  of  articles  for  exhibition  were 
constantly  arriving,  and  every  conceivable  arrangement  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  guests  was  in  active  preparation. 

The  whole  day  presented  a scene  of  excitement  and  bustle, 
but  everything  was  so  arranged  to  prevent  any  thing  like 
confusion,  that  all  went  on  with  the  regularity  of  clock  work. 

The  morning  was  devoted  to  the  making  of  entries  for 
competition  for  the  various  premiums  offered,  and  through 
the  entire  day  the  general  superintendent,  N.  S.  Rue,  Esq., 
of  Monmouth,  was  busy  arranging  the  articles  in  their  proper 
places  for  exhibition. 

The  horse  track  was  opened  in  the  afternoon  for  the  prac- 
tice of  horses  entered  for  competition. 

The  grounds  presented  the  appearance  of  a populous  west- 
ern town  of  mushroom  growth. 
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The  police  force  was  very  industrious,  walking  about  the^ 
grounds  like  sentinels  on  a battle  field. 

The  number  of  hacks  running  to  and  from  the  grounds 
was  of  itself  a feature,  beating  the  most  extensive  camp- 
meeting arrangement.  Omnibuses  were  there  from  Phila- 
delphia, Easton,  and  other  places,  together  with  every  con- 
ceivable variety  of  teams. 

The  Secretaries’  books  in  the  entry  office  closed  on  Tues- 
day night;  at  this  time  the  entries  amounted  to  1087. 

A great  variety  of  manufactured  articles,  and  specimens 
of  great  beauty  from  the  vegetable  kingdom,  were  on  the 
ground.  The  specimens  of  horses  were  said  to  be  the  finest 
ever  exhibited. 

The  manufactured  articles  presented  a most  superb  va- 
riety. The  needle  work  was  also  very  fine,  and  would  bear 
the  closest  examination. 

At  eleven  o’clock,  on  Wednesday,  the  Trenton  Cornet 
Band  called  together  the  crowd  to  the  speaker’s  stand,  in 
order  to  call  the  names  of  the  judges  of  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  to  furnish  each  the  instructions  and  blank  reports. 

Previous  to  the  announcement  of  the  names  of  the  judges 
by  the  Secretary,  William  M.  Force,  Esq.,  Mr.  Isaac  R.  Cor- 
nell, the  President  of  the  State  Society,  addressed  the 
judges  in  a very  appropriate  speech,  on  the  importance  of 
their  trust  and  the  peculiar  duties  devolving  upon  them. 

He  reminded  the  judges  that  they  had  been  selected  by 
the  best  men  of  their  respective  districts  to  discharge  this 
important  duty.  He  urged  upon  them  the  responsibilities 
of  that  trust, — they  had  committed  to  them  the  interests  of 
the  farmers  of  New  Jersey.  Your  certificates  give  to  each 
of  you  the  duty  to  decide  matters  which  are  connected  with 
the  propagation  of  a pure  stock,  and  the  cultivation  of 
beauty  and  taste,  and  he  hoped  that  each  one  would  endea- 
vor to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  his  office,  and  cultivate  a taste 
for  the  peculiar  duty  he  had  to  perform.  More  especially 
would  the  judges  be  called  upon  to  exercise  care  and  judg- 
ment in  examining  the  various  animals  on  the  ground.  The 
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established  reputation  of  New  Jersey  as  the  best  breeding 
state  in  the  Union,  must  be  maintained  by  a rigid  scrutiny 
into  the  character  of  the  stock,  in  order  that  we  may,  if  pos- 
sible, revive  that  spirit  for  fine  animals  which  made  Mon- 
mouth county  celebrated  throughout  the  Union  in  former 
days.  There  is  to  be  found  no  finer  cattle,  fatter  sheep, 
and  better  horses,  than  in  New  Jersey,  and  the  same  means 
of  maintaining  our  former  high  reputation  exists  within  our 
borders  at  the  present  time.  We  have  horses  on  the  ground 
of  which  there  are  none  more  beautiful,  and  none  with  bet- 
ter speed  or  bottom.  We  want  these  fine  animals  propaga- 
ted in  our  State,  and  it  is  in  this  view  that  your  duties  be- 
come responsible  and  important  to  the  farmers  of  the  state. 

In  your  examinations  let  there  be  no  partiality.  Let  jus- 
tice be  done  to  all  classes.  Do  not  omit  to  examine  every 
thing  thoroughly.  Beware  of  outside  influences,  but  let 
your  judgments  be  made  up  from  the  most  careful  and  im- 
partial examinations.  Sometimes  men  are  apt  to  be  swayed 
by  other  circumstances,  but  he  felt  satisfied  that  there  were 
no  such  men  here,  and  that  all  felt  too  great  an  interest  in 
the  credit  of  the  state  to  do  any  thing  but  strict  justice. — 
You  will  find  to-day  the  finest  race  of  animals  ever  before 
exhibited.  You  have  an  opportunity,  therefore,  of  giving 
an  impetus  to  the  propagation  of  good  stock.  If  there  is  an 
unsound  animal  on  the  ground,  turn  him  out — no  matter 
what  influences  may  surround  him. 

The  regulations  were  then  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  it 
was  announced  that  premiums  would  be  awarded  on  Friday. 

The  names  of  the  judges  were  then  called,  and  each  fur- 
nished with  his  badge  and  instructions,  and  they  at  once  en- 
tered upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

The  storm  of  Wednesday  night  and  Thursday  morning 
was  a wet  blanket  upon  the  hopes  and  prospects  of  the  per- 
sons interested  in  the  Fair.  But  for  the  storm  in  the  morn- 
ing, thousands  would  have  assembled  to  witness  the  grand 
exhibition.  At  noon,  however,  the  clouds  disappeared,  and 
we  had  a most  delightful  afternoon,  and  a fuller  attendance 
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than  any  one  expected.  Indeed,  the  attendance  was  large 
and  highly  respectable,  it  being  estimated  that  from  6,000  to 
8,000  persons  were  in  the  grounds  during  the  day. 

Friday  morning  opened  fresh  and  fair.  Every  avenue  to 
the  city  and  Fair  grounds  was  crowded  to  excess.  We  be- 
lieve at  no  period  within  our  recollection,  have  we  seen  so 
large  a number  of  people  in  the  city.  The  number  on  the 
Fair  grounds  in  the  afternoon  and  through  the  day,  was  va- 
riously estimated  at  from  12,000  to  2-5,000;  every  nook  and 
corner  of  the  large  sixty  acre  field,  not  occupied  by  articles 
on  exhibition,  was  filled  with  human  beings,  a majority  of 
whom  were  the  fair  daughters  of  our  proud  little  state,  who, 
from  their  smiling  countenances,  we  could  sec  were  delighted; 
and  well  they  might  be,  to  witness  such  an  imposing  display 
of  the  resources  of  the  State. 

The  weather  was  splendid,  and  the  grounds  free  from  dust. 

A great  excitement  was  kept  up  through  the  entire  day, 
in  the  general  rush  for  tickets  of  admission. 

At  eleven  o’clock  the  showing  of  horses  was  continued. 
After  this  exhibition,  the  speaker’s  stand  became  the  object 
of  attraction.  It  was  soon  filled  to  overflowing. 

The  President  congratulated  the  Society  upon  having 
present  at  the  exhibition  the  Governor  of  the  State,  whom 
he  now  took  pleasure  in  introducing  to  the  audience. 

The  Governor  then  spoke  as  follows : 

I am  happy,  Mr.  President  and  fellow  citizens,  to  be  able 
to  congratulate  you  upon  the  complete  success  which  has  at- 
tended this  Fourth  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  products  of  our  state. 

No  one  can  traverse  these  grounds  and  view  these  multi- 
tudinous proofs  of  the  wealth,  intelligence,  enterprise  and 
skill  of  our  people  without  an  increased  consciousness  of  the 
truth,  that  although  amongst  the  smallest  in  the  brotherhood 
of  states,  New  Jersey  ranks,  in  all  the  elements  of  true 
greatness,  with  the  first  and  foremost  of  the  confederacy. — 
This  magnificent  industrial  exhibition  does  great  honor  to 
the  contributors,  and  all  concerned,  but  especially  are  we  in- 
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debted  for  the  pleasure  we  have  enjoyed  in  witnessing  this 
demonstration  of  our  resources,  to  the  courteous  and  ener- 
getic officers  of  the  Society. 

The  State  Agricultural  Society  is  a most  valuable  and 
beneficent  organization,  which,  though  as  yet  but  beginning 
its  career  of  usefulness,  has  accomplished  much  good,  and 
well  deserves  the  fostering  care  and  patronage  of  the  state. 
This  yearly  meeting  of  its  members,  and  yearly  exhibition  of 
the  varied  products  of  our  soil,  with  the  distribution  of  re- 
wards for  the  finest  specimens  of  each,  and  for  the  fairest 
animals,  and  for  improved  implements  of  husbandry,  must 
have  the  effect  to  increase  and  diffuse  a knowledge  of  agri- 
cultural science,  and  to  awaken  and  promote  amongst  our 
farmers  and  mechanics  a spirit  of  friendly  emulation  in  pro- 
duction and  invention,  which  will  surely  elevate  still  higher 
the  character  ‘of  New  Jersey  as  an  agricultural  and  manu- 
facturing state. 

I congratulate  the  Society  upon  the  interest  manifested 
in  its  welfare  by  the  people:  it  affords  a guarantee  that  in 
the  future  legislation  of  the  state,  as  in  the  past,  it  will  be 
favorably  regarded. 

For  my  own  part,  I can  only  reiterate  the  assurance  given 
upon  a former  similar  occasion,  that  I will  cheerfully  co-op- 
erate in  any  measures  calculated  to  promote  the  farming  in- 
terests of  the  State,  and  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  this 
valuable  association. 

The  President  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Cornell,  then  spoke  as 
follows : 

It  is  customary  in  Agricultural  Societies  to  bring  before 
the  people  a popular  speaker  to  give  zest  and  variety  to  their 
fairs.  But,  for  special  reasons,  this  year  the  duty  has  been 
assigned  to  the  President. 

I will  not  detain  you  with  many  words,  but  briefly  point 
out  the  advantage  of  fairs  and  our  reasons  for  holding  them. 

Our  object  is  to  increase  the  quantity,  and  improve  the 
quality,  of  the  productions  of  our  state,  and  introduce  new 
ones  suitable  to  our  soil  and  climate,  and  to  do  all  in  the 
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most  economical  way ; or  in  plain  words,  make  farming  pro- 
fitable. 

I believe  all  will  agree  with  us  in  this  particular,  but  the 
question  may  be  raised,  How  can  this  be  brought  about  by 
Fairs?  We  answer,  read  the  history  of  agriculture,  and 
you  will  find,  in  every  age,  the  farmer  a man  of  strong  preju- 
dices, and  ambitious  only  to  own  many  acres,  and  that  wri- 
ters in  every  age  have  striven  to  overcome  their  prejudices. 
We  find  writers  on  agriculture  reach  back  to  a period  nearly 
three  thousand  five  hundred  years  from  the  present  time, 
and  strange  to  say,  the  mode  of  agriculture  in  those  countries 
remain  nearly  the  same  up  to  the  present  day. 

The  Egyptians  were  considered  the  fathers  of  agriculture, 
but  men  of  strong  prejudices.  True,  Pharoah  rose  above 
the  prejudices  of  his  people  when  he  employed  Jacob’s  sons 
to  take  charge  of  his  cattle — but  such  men  were  rare.  Nor 
do  we  anywhere  read  of  his  trying  to  introduce  this  superior 
knowledge  among  his  subjects. 

The  Greeks  and  Romans  had  many  writers — their  states- 
men and  generals  made  the  cultivation  of  their  farms  their 
chief  study,  and  wrote  volumes  on  the  subject.  Cato,  Virgil 
and  Varre — Romans — all  wrote  well,  and  they  carried  the 
art  to  considerable  perfection.  Many  of  their  works  are 
good  to  this  day,  and  the  Roman  soldiers  made  good  farmers. 
Their  military  education  gave  them  perseverance,  exactness, 
regularity  and  order,  and  no  man  wants  these  more  than  the 
farmer;  and  in  every  age  we  have  had  the  essayist  and  long 
treatise  against  the  folly  and  ruin  of  owning  too  much  land. 
Isaiah  pronounces  a curse  on  those  who  lay  field  to  field, 
and  yet  the  writers  accomplished  but  little.  The  prophet 
denounces  in  vain  the  writings  of  these  men — even  lost  on 
the  farmer. 

Varro  laments  it  and  despairs  of  doing  good.  Even  the 
great  men  did  not  read  his  books,  but  went,  as  he  says,  to 
reside  in  the  cities,  and  spent  their  time  more  in  the  theatre 
and  circuses  than  in  the  cornfield  and  vineyards.  And  so  it 
was.  For  in  1584  the  Italians  were  in  a miserable  condition 
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— poor,  proud,  and  lazy,  and  Pope  Sixtus  forced  them  to 
work  to  pay  the  taxes  their  extravagance  and  indolence  had 
brought  on  them. 

God  spare  our  people  that  they  may  not  so  far  forget,  in 
the  theatres  and  operas  of  our  cities,  what  is  due  to  agricul- 
ture, or  let  the  luxuries  of  the  city  engender  so  much  indo- 
lence in  them  as  to  raise  up  a Pope  Sixtus  to  force  them  to 
work. 

The  clergy,  too,  once  took  a great  interest  in  agriculture, 
and  worked  in  the  fields — the  Norman  clergy  in  particular. 
The  famous  Thomas  A'Becket,  after  he  was  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  went  to  the  fields  with  the  Monks  of  the  Monas- 
teries where  he  was  residing,  and  joined  in  the  labor  of 
getting  in  the  hay  and  harvest.  But  his  excellent  example 
is  now  lost. 

Special  laws  were  passed  to  protect  and  encourage  agri- 
culture. In  1214  a severe  law  was  passed  in  Scotland  against 
those  farmers  who  did  not?  extirpate  a pernicious  weed  called 
guilde,  but  the  weed  still  grows. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  was  founded  by  the  British 
Government  in  1795,  and  published  many  volumes,  but 
effected  no  good,  if  Ave  except  the  salaries  paid  to  the  officers, 
and  the  profits  of  the  printers  in  publishing  their  long  re- 
ports. 

And  so  I could  go  on  for  hours  to  show  that  writers  availed 
but  little,  and  special  laws  were  of  no  value.  Until  the 
farmers  themselves  joined  in  forming  Agricultural  Societies 
and  holding  Fairs,  no  great  progress  was  made  in  the  art. 
The  Highland  Agricultural  Society  done  more  for  agriculture 
than  all  the  writers  on  that  subject  since  the  world  began. 
Its  history  and  operations  are  well  worth  reading.  They 
made  books  benefit  farmers,  and  they  spent  the  appropria- 
tions of  the  government  to  great  advantage. 

Now  let  nip  illustrate  the  benefit  of  Fairs  in  the  history 
of  the  reaper.  Se\mnteen  hundred  years  ago  a reaping  ma- 
chine, drUen  by  animal  poAver,  harvested  wheat  on  the  plains 
of  Gaul.  Yet  it  was  never  in  common  use,  though  it  was  a 
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great  labor-saving  machine.  Mr.  Boyer  obtained,  early  in 
the  present  century,  the  first  patent  for  a reaper.  Then  from 
1811  to  1815,  Smith,  a machinist,  tried  to  introduce  his  ma- 
chine, but  gave  it  up  for  want,  of  encouragement. 

In  1822,  Ogle,  a schoolmaster,  invented  a reaper,  but  the 
farmers  would  not  use  it. 

In  1828,  Rev.  Patrick  Bell  got  up  a new  machine,  but  with 
no  better  success,  and  many  others,  not  forgetting  our  own 
countryman,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Bailey,  in  1820,  which,  though 
said  to  be  a good  reaper,  was  not  put  in  use. 

It  was  reserved  for  the  great  Fair  at  the  Crystal  Palace, 
England,  to  exhibit,  bring  out,  try  and  put  in  general  use 
that  implement;  it  was  the  agitation  of  the  subject,  brought 
about  by  its  exhibition  at  that  Fair,  that  brought  the  reaper 
in  general  use  in  so  short  a time,  and  has  produced  what  is 
now  on  exhibition,  many  reapers  and  mowers,  and  though  of 
different  structures,  yet  all  so  good  we  scarce  know  which  to 
call  best.  I could  give  further  evidence  of  what  Fairs  have 
done,  but  I trust  this  one  is  sufficient  to  justify  us  in  giving 
an  annual  Fair. 

We  do  not  expect  all  the  articles  on  exhibition  perfect  or 
useful,  but  in  this  Fair  men  may  bring  their  inventions  before 
the  people,  and  hear  their  merits  and  faults  commented  on, 
and  each  man  will  judge  for  himself  in  all  that  interests  him. 

It  is  by  agitation  that  truth  gets  uppermost,  and  I will 
guarantee  any  inventor  if  he  can  get  up  agitation  on  the 
subject  of  his  invention,  he  will  soon  find  out  its  real  value. 

If  a farmer  comes,  he  will  see  many  new  things,  he  can 
hear  their  merits  discussed  by  friend  and  foe,  and  he  will 
soon  learn  their  true  value.  The  farmer  of  strong  prejudices 
may,  on  leaving  home,  imagine  he  and  all  his  teams  and 
tools  are  perfect,  but  will  go  home  with  a very  different 
opinion. 

The  young  farmer  who  has  left  at  home  his  scrubby  raw- 
boned  horses,  cannot  look  on  the  fine  exhibition  of  horses 
here  to-day,  without  a feeling  of  shame  for  what  he  has  at 
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home,  and  will  in  future  find  better  food,  and  use  the  curry- 
comb. 

Many  neat  housekeepers  will  visit  the  Fair  and  look  with 
pleasure  on  the  fine  butter,  and  remember  with  pride  her 
own  clean  dairy,  but  may  there  not  be  one  not  too  particular 
who  will  be  benefitted  by  what  she  may  see  and  hear  to-day 
about  dairies  ? 

Can  the  Parson  go  over  the  ground  without  benefit?  Will 
he  not,  after  seeing  all  our  wonderful  and  labor-saving  ma- 
chines, be  more  zealous  in  giving  glory  to  God  for  the  power 
he  has  given  to  man,  and  teach  him  to  praise  the  Great 
Creator  for  his  overflowing  bounty,  when  he  looks  at  the 
luscious  fruit  and  beautiful  flowers? 

And  here,  too,  may  the  rich  man  and  the  merchant,  the 
lawyer  and  doctor,  have  brought  back  to  them  the  remem- 
brance of  the  old  farm, its  streams  and  trees  and  shades;  be 
carried  back  to  his  first  love,  mother  earth,  and  lend  his  aid 
to  adorn  and  improve  her,  and  hasten  the  time  when  this 
beautiful  State  shall  be  cultivated  in  perfection  by  none  but 
intelligent  well  educated  men  and  women. 

The  President  then  expressed  the  hope  that  Judge  Naar 
might  be  prevailed  upon  to  make  a few  remarks. 

Judge  Naar  came  forward.  He  said  the  call  was  entirely 
unexpected.  These  gentlemen  seem  to  have  an  idea  that 
because  a man  is  connected  with  a newspaper,  he  can  talk 
upon  any  and  every  subject.  The  President  has  told  you 
what  has  been  done  in  agriculture  thousands  of  years  ago, 
and  has  presented  some  interesting  facts  on  the  subject,  but 
has  neglected  to  mention  what  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
people,  from  Sussex  to  Cape  May,  and  what  will  make  them 
respected  throughout  the  country — that  of  uniting  together 
for  the  common  purpose  of  presenting  the  great  advantages 
of  the  state,  in  all  that  gives  us  power  and  consequence 
abroad.  This  can  be  done  much  better  in  this  way,  by  one 
grand  display,  than  by  acting  separate  and  apart  in  thei 
spective  counties.  While  by  counties  we  may  show  very 
well  in  smaller  quantities,  here  we  have  united  together  the 
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•whole  products  of  the  whole  State.  We  have  vast  resources 
in  South  Jersey,  which  invite  the  enterprise  and  energy  of 
young  men.  We  hear  of  young  men  going  to  Western 
States,  while  we  are  abounding  in  resources  at  home.  We 
have  land  which,  a few  years  ago,  was  sold  at  ten  dollars  an 
acre,  and  indeed  has  been  given  away  for  nothing,  where 
men  can  cultivate  to  equal  advantage,  without  the  priva- 
tions and  sufferings  incident  to  a long  journey  and  a new 
country.  This  is  one  of  the  great  objedls  of  the  State  So- 
ciety, and  these  exhibitions,  as  they  develope  the  resources 
and  advantages  of  our  state,  must  lie  productive  of  good. 

"Separate  counties  may  show  fatter  cattle,  but  can  we  form 
any  idea  of  the  cattle  of  the  whole  state?  Every  great  ob- 
ject is  accomplished  by  association,  and  why  should  agricul- 
ture differ  in  that  respect.  They  forget  that  agriculture  lies 
at  the  bottom  of  every  thing,  and  is  the  foundation  of  all 
property.  It  is  necessary  to  elevate  and  exalt  the  labors  of 
our  agriculturists,  and  it  is  by  this  association  that  we  pro- 
pose to  do  it. 

Here  yon  have  implements  and  machinery  of  every  descrip- 
tion. It  is  not  merely  for  the  pride  of  showing  them,  but 
that  by  seeing  them  for  yourselves,  you  may  feel  a pride 
of  emulating  and  excelling  each  other. 

He  had  been  called  upon  to  remedy  a deficiency  which  is 
too  much  the  case  in  every  thing  else.  It  had  been  our  cus- 
tom to  rely  upon  some  great  man  from  a distance  to  address 
us.  He  felt  that  this  was  somewhat  of  a reproach  to  our- 
selves. You  were  taught  to  rely  upon  Mr.  so  and  so — too 
apt  to  go  out  of  the  state  for  even  a speaker,  and  therefore 
you  are  not  likely  to  have  them  as  you  ought,  among  your 
own  fellow  citizens.  Rely  upon  yourselves  if  you  would  be 
respected. 

New  Jersey  has  a better  geographical  position  than  any 
other  state  in  the  Union.  A peninsula,  bounded  by  naviga- 
ble waters  on  both  sides,  we  are  feeding  both  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  Let  us  remember  that  the  power  is  with  the 
hand  that  feeds,  and  not  with  that  which  is  fed.  In  this 


respect,  then,  we  occupy  a proud  position,  and  no  State  in 
the  Union  is  more  able  to  depend  upon  itself. 

He  spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  State  Society  to  the 
people  of  the  State.  In  the  West,  they  surround  themselves 
with  Agricultural  Societies,  and  here  in  New  Jersey  we 
should  labor  to  build  them  up,  in  order  that  every  branch  of 
industry  should  learn  the  cheapest  and  best  mode  of  furnish- 
ing meat  and  flour,  and  animals  of  use  to  man.  Every  body 
can  spare  a dollar  a year  to  support  the  Society,  and  thus 
enable  them  to  give  the  opportunities  to  display  our  valuable 
products. 

The  President  made  a few  remarks,  in  which  he  referred 
to  the  early  struggles  of  the  Society,  and  the  countenance  it 
now  has  from  the  leading  men  of  the  State.  We  have  pre- 
sent with  us  to  day  our  Governor,  Senators  Wright  and 
Thomson,  and  two  of  our  Representatives  in  the  lower  House 
of  Congress.  He  hoped  all  the  members  of  the  Society  would 
be  at  the  January  meeting,  when  the  officers  of  the  Society- 
will  be  elected.  He  was  happy  to  find  on  the  stand,  Mr. 
Holsman,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  this  State, 
and  he  would  be  pleased  to  have  a few  remarks  from  him. 

Mr.  Holsman  was  introduced,  and  made  a very  happy 
speech,  in  which  he  welcomed  the  tillers  of  the  soil,  the  me- 
chanics and  manufacturers,  and  the  ladies  who  cheered  the 
homes  of  a^l  these,  to  this  great  exhibition  of  the  industry 
and  resources  of  our  gallant  little  State.  He  spoke  of  the 
early  struggles  of  the  Society,  but  was  happy  to  see  that  it 
'had  found  friends  and  encouragement  by  the  farmers  and  the 
legislature  of  the  State. 

He  complimented  the  first  President,  Judge  Robeson,  who 
had  lent  his  services  to  the  infant  organization.  He  called 
upon  the  farmers  and  the  ladies  to  unite  their  efforts  to  show 
to  our  sister  States,  that  in  this  great  work  we  are  not  a 
whit  behind  them  all. 

The  premium  flags  to  prize  animals  was  then  delivered, 
after  which  followed  a grand  display  and  trial  of  horses  from 
this  and  other  States.

No.  85.— PREPARATION  OF  POUDRETTE. 

The  committee  report  favorably  to  the  plan  and  arrange- 
ment submitted  to  them,  and  award  premium  to  Charles  T. 
Poole,  $10. 

After  the  list  of  premiums  awarded  by  the  several  com- 
mittees were  read,  the  prize  animals  were  displayed,  and  the 
premium  flags  were  given  out  by  the  Superintendents. 

The  grand  display  of  horses  for  trial  in  the  ring,  arranged 
for  this  afternoon,  commencing  at  1 o’clock,  at  which  time 
special  premiums  were  to  be  awarded,  according  to  the  pro- 
gramme arranged  and  published,  proceeded  as  follows : 

Matched  horses  or  mares  for  draft,  appear  at  1 o’clock. 

Stallions  appear  at  1|  o’clock. 

Brood  mares  appear  at  1|  o’clock. 

Matched  horses  for  carriage  and  road,  1|  o’clock. 

Matched  trotting  horses,  in  harness,  2 .o’clock. 

Trotting  mares  in  harness,  2|  o’clock. 

Trotting  horses  in  harness,  3 o’clock. 

Trotting  mares  in  harness,  3|  o’clock. 

No  official  report  in  writing  having  been  returned  to  the 
Secretary’s  office  of  the  several  awards,  the  several  premiums 
were  paid  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Superin- 
tendent. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  was  crowded  with  claimants 
for  premiums,  and  the  orders  upon  the  Treasurer  were  passed 
over  to  those  entitled  to  the  same,  as  fast  as  practicable,  the 
Treasurer,  meanwhile,  paying  the  numerous  claims  made 
upon  him  in  his  usual  amiable  and  obliging  manner.  To  the 
casual  observer  everything  seemed  in  disorder  and  .confu- 
sion, yet  order,  promptitude,  and  despatch  controlled  the 
whole,  so  that  mistakes  were  avoided,  and  all  were  as  readily 
and  rapidly  attended  to  as  the  circumstances  admitted  of. 

At  three  o’clock  the  removal  of  articles  commenced,  and 
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very  soon  the  regular  lines  of  fruits,  vegetables,  merchan- 
dise, machines  of  various  descriptions,  and  goods  of  all 
classes  were  a perfect  chaos.  Tents  where  order  reigned 
were  suddenly  transformed  into  confusion  indescribable,  yet 
the  horse  ring,  by  its  attraction,  kept  off  the  mischievous 
from  officious  or  malicious  interference,  so  that  in  the  re- 
moval of  the  goods  but  few  losses  of  any  magnitude  occurred. 
By  evening  but  few  goods  of  a perishable  character  re- 
mained. 

On  Friday  evening,  notwithstanding  the  fatigue  of  the 
day,  in  which  all  the  officers  shared  alike  in  the  respective 
positions  assigned  them,  the  Executive  Board  met  at  the 
usual  place,  and  arranged  a programme  for  Saturday  morn- 
ing, as  follows : 

At  9|  o’clock,  A.  M.,  stallions  of  all  ages  will  be  called 
to  harness. 

At  10^  o’clock,  A.  M.,  double  teams  will  be  called  for 
speed. 

At  11|  o’clock,  A.  M.,  single  horses,  mares  and  geldings 
will  compete. 

Premiums  of  $25  in  each  of  the  above  classes  will  be  paid, 
competition  open  to  all. 

Saturday,  September  IS. 

The  usual  number  of  assistants  and  gate  keepers  being  on 
the  ground  for  service,  a portion  of  the  number  was  re- 
tained for  necessary  duty  at  the  gates;  others  were  employed 
ployed  in  collecting  the  property  of  the  Society;  and  at  one 
o’clock  all  were  discharged.  The  books  in  the  business  office 
having  been  removed,  the  same  was  vacated  by  the  treasurer 
and  secretary,  and  the  business  operations  of  the  office  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society  at  their  Annual  Fair 
thus  closed. 

The  order  maintained  during  the  continuance  of  the  Fair, 
was  a subject  of  general  remark  and  commendation.  No 
breach  of  the  rules  and  regulations  was  brought  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Society ; no  accident  to  mar  the  comfort  or  en- 
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joyment  of  any  occurred;  thus,  while  many  of  the  great  ob- 
jects of  an  agricultural  exhibition  were  attained,  but  com- 
paratively few  felt  aggrieved  or  dissatisfied.  To  the  inde- 
fatigable industry  of  the  officers  of  the  Society,  aided  by  an 
efficient  committee  of  the  citizens  of  Trenton,  and  a hearty 
and  zealous  co-operation  of  each  and  all,  the  Fourth  Annual 
Exhibition  of  the  Society  was  brought  to  a successful  close.

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  STATE  AGRICUL- 
TURAL SOCIETY. 


The  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Ag- 
ricultural Society  was  held  at  Temperance  Hall,  Trenton,  on 
Tuesday,  the  18th  of  January. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  eleven  o’clock  A.  M., 
by  the  President,  Isaac  R.  Cornell. 

The  following  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
read : 

To  the  members  of  the  JYew  Jersey  State  Agricultural  So- 
ciety : 

In  accordance  with  the  established  custom  of  this  Society, 
the  Executive  Committee  now  present  their  report,  being 
the  fourth  annual  statement  submitted  to  the  members  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that,  notwith- 
standing the  unfavorable  state  of  the  finances  of  the  Society 
at  the  close  of  the  last  year,  caused,  not  by  any  want  of  faith 
or  interest  felt  by  the  people  of  our  State  in  this  associa- 
tion, but  in  consecpience  of  the  world-wide  “ panic,”  which 
prostrated  every  enterprise  which  associations  or  individ- 
uals had  then  in  hand,  everything  felt  the  shock,  and  this 
Society  found  not  only  their  little  fund,  husbanded  by  pru- 
dence and  economy,  lost  in  the  avalanche,  but  that  fair  and 
honest  claims  on  the  Society  to  the  amount  of  $1,555  71  re- 
mained unpaid,  and  but  $175  in  the  treasury  to  pay  them. 
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The  Society  is  now,  so  far  as  its  monetary  affairs  are  con- 
cerned, in  a state  of  prosperity,  as  our  Treasurer’s  report 
herewith  will  show. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  this  Board,  not  a large  number 
were  present,  but  they  were  those  who,  notwithstanding  our 
difficulties  and  reverses,  had  not  yet  renounced  their  faith  in 
a New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society.  Claims  of  a very 
pressing  nature  were  presented,  and  a loan  was  made  by 
your  Committee  to  pay  those  who  could  not  without  serious 
inconvenience  wait  any  longer. 

The  State  Legislature  had  made  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000,  but  the  Executive  Committee  could  not  conscien- 
tiously use  that  money  but  in  strict  conformity  with  the  re- 
solution which  appropriated  it,  nor  was  one  cent  of  it  taken 
or  used  in  any  other  way. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  determined  that,  though 
we  could  not  do  all  we  wished  to  advance  the  agricultural 
interests  of  our  State,  we  would  do  all  in  our  power  to  keep 
alive  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  commenced  prepara- 
tions to  hold  the  annual  Fair.  A rigid  system  of  economy 
was  at  once  commenced,  and  each  member  of  the  Committee 
gave  his  time  and  labor  to  the  Society,  in  a spirit  that  stim- 
ulated us  all  to  renewed  exertions. 

Your  Committee  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the 
liberality  and  interest  manifested  by  the  citizens  of  Trenton 
in  the  success  of  our  undertaking.  A lot  of  ground,  con- 
taining sixty  acres,  surrounded  by  a board  fence  nine  feet 
in  height,  a well  graded  track  of  half  a mile  for  the  exhibi- 
tion of  horses,  a bountiful  supply  of  good  water,  a police 
force  by  day  and  night  sufficient  for  the  security  of  the  ar- 
ticles on  exhibition,  and  the  preservation  of  order,  were  all 
provided  by  the  citizens  of  Trenton,  free  of  charge.  To  the 
citizens’  committee  great  praise  is  due  for  their  efficient  aid 
and  ardent  co-operation  with  your  Committee ; to  Messrs. 
Graham,  West,  Fowler  and  others  acting  with  them,  your 
Committee  is  greatly  indebted;  and,  above  all,  we  are  most 
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happy  to  say  that  in  no  instance  was  a disposition  shown  to 
impose  upon  or  overcharge  us. 

The  police  force  was  judiciously  managed,  under  the  di- 
rection of  proper  officers. 

The  omnibus  drivers  were  accommodating  to  passengers 
going  to  and  from  the  Fair  grounds,  and  reasonable  in  their 
charges. 

The  hotel  keepers  vied  with  each  other  in  the  excellence 
of  their  fare  and  accommodations,  and  in  that  civility  and 
politeness  which  in  no  small  degree  contributed  to  the  plea- 
sure of  those  who  came  many  miles  to  be  present  at  our 
Fair,  and  contribute  to  the  exhibition. 

The  Trenton  Cornet  Band  enlivened  the  grounds  with 
most  excellent  music ; we  cheerfully  give  them  our  thanks. 

As  usual,  the  various  railroad  and  steamboat  companies 
were  applied  to,  and  granted  free  freight  to  and  from  the 
Fair,  for  stock,  machinery,  and  all  articles  to  be  put  on  ex- 
hibition. The  extra  trains  and  reduced  fare  of  the  New 
Jersey  Railroad  and  Transportation  Company,  and  the  Cam- 
den and  Amboy  Railroad  Company,  contributed  greatly  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  Fair ; and  here  we  acknowledge  our 
special  indebtedness  to  the  Directors  of  the  Camden  and  Am- 
boy Company,  for  their  liberality  in  furnishing  steam  power 
to  put  in  operation  all  the  machinery  on  exhibition,  that  the 
public  or  owners  wished  to  have  in  motion.  The  engine 
furnished  for  this  purpose  was  the  old  “ John  Bull,”  if  not 
the  first,  one  of  the  first  locomotives  used  in  this  country  for 
railroads.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Discretionary 
Committee : “ The  Committee  also  found  on  the  ground  a 
black  imported*  bull  called  ‘John;’  he  was  brought  from 
England  in  1831  by  Stevens,  Stockton  & Co.,  and  although 
we  are  informed  he  has  not  been  entered  for  a premium,  we 
report  that  he  is  doing  good  service  for  the  Society,  and  has 
been  in  constant  use  since  his  arrival  in  this  country,  a pe- 
riod of  twenty-eight  years,  and  that  honorable  mention 
should  be  made  of  this  1 John  Bull.’  ” We  here  beg  leave  to 
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make  honorable  mention  of  “ John  Bull,”  and  award  him  a 
diploma  of  merit,  which  he  well  deserves. 

With  great  respect,  we  acknowledge  the  special  interest 
manifested  towards  this  Society  by  his  Excellency,  Governor 
Newell,  by  his  presence  with  us  during  the  Fair,  and  by  his 
address  to  the  members  of  the  Society,  and  also  to  the  mem- 
bers of  our  State  Senate  and  Assembly  for  the  State  appro- 
priation of  $1,000,  and  for  the  individual  interest  shown  by 
their  presence  with  us  during  the  Fair. 

The  Press,  the  free,  enlightened  and  liberal  Press  of  New 
Jersey,  have  our  warm  thanks ; they  have  always  been  with 
us,  and  advocated  the  claims  of  the  agriculturists  of  New 
Jersey  ; the  proceedings  of  each  day  during  the  Fair  were 
faithfully  reported,  and  favorably  commented  upon  ; we  ac- 
knowledge the  good  done  us,  and  trust  it  will  ever  continue 
our  powerful  ally  in  the  great  work  of  making  our  State 
what  she  ought  to  be  and  can  be,  especially  in  agriculture 
and  horticulture,  the  first  in  the  Union.  We  could  continue 
wdth  pleasure  to  enumerate  the  circumstances  and  details  of 
our  Fair,  but  will  only  add  here  that  it  was  a complete  suc- 
cess in  giving  satisfaction  to  exhibitors,  visitors  and  mem- 
bers, and  to  all  who  felt  an  interest  in  the  object  for  which 
this  Society  was  organized.  Herewith  you  will  have  a list 
of  the  articles  and  animals  on  exhibition,  with  the  names  of 
their  respective  owners,  to  whom  premiums  have  been  award- 
ed, and  the  several  amounts  awarded  to  each. 

And  now,  with  due  deference,  we  beg  leave  to  present  to 
the  legislature  and  people  of  our  State,  the  good  this  Society 
has  done  in  the  past,  and  the  part  it  has  taken  in  advancing 
the  agricultural,  horticultural  and  mechanical  interests  of 
our  State.  • 

Since  its  organization  more  interest  has  been  manifested 
in  agriculture  and  its  concomitants  throughout  this  State 
than  ever  before.  Men  from  different  parts  have  been  brought 
together  by  the  Society’s  business  meetings,  and  discussions 
had  on  stock,  crops  and  modes  of  culture  in  different  sections 
of  our  State.  In  this  way  underdraining,  that  most  essential 
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operation  for  bringing  in  successful  cultivation  waste  lands 
and  swamps  and  improving  those  already  under  cultivation, 
was  introduced  by  one  of  the  members  of  this  Society ; its 
value  is  now  apparent  to  our  farmers,  and  they  are  steadily 
progressing  in  this  right  directed  effort;  hundreds  of  acres 
are  now  yielding  abundant  crops,  that  once  gave  the  farmer 
but  little  more  than  fever  and  ague;  we  trust  this  subject, 
important  as  it  is,  will  continue  to  be  agitated  until  every 
swamp  is  reclaimed,  and  every  noxious  vapor  and  miasma 
cease  to  be  generated. 

Great  improvement  in  cultivating,  by  proper  rotation  of 
crops,  preparation  of  soil,  judicious  management  of  manures, 
improved  implements,  and  those  great  farm  facilitating  and 
labor  saving  machines,  the  reaper,  the  mower,  threshing  ma- 
chines, &e.,  by  their  exhibition  at  our  State  Fairs,  have  called 
the  attention  of  farmers  to  them,  and  is  bringing  them  in 
very  general  use. 

We  have  aroused  the  attention  of  farmers  to  the  subject 
of  improvement  in  their  sheep,  swine,  cattle  and  horses,  by 
exhibiting  at  our  Fairs  superior  animals,  and  encouraging 
the  introduction  of  the  best  blooded  stock  for  breeding  and 
improving  our  common  stock;  we  have  shown  on  our  Fair 
grounds  specimens  of  as  good  animals  as  are  to  be  found  in 
the  United  States,  and  w-e  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  New  Jersey  shall  be  as  famous  for  her  tine  herds  and 
cattle  as  it  was  once  for  her  tine  horses,  and  not  only  regain 
for  our  horses  their  former  fame,  but  rear  this  noble  animal 
in  such  perfection  as  to  excel  every  State  in  the  Union. 

The  wheat  crop  of  tl^is  state  has  been  gradually  increasing 
and  improving,  whilst  it  has  in  other  States,  by  the  depreda- 
tions of  midge,  Hessian  flv,  wevil,  &c.,  greatly  diminished;  the 
introductian  of  the  “ Mediterranean”  wheat  for  seed  has  been 
of  great  advantage  to  us ; although  at  first  of  a very  dark 
color,  by  cultivation  here  it  has  been  greatly  improved  in  that 
particular,  and  from  it  now  we  manufacture  the  best  flour. 

The  corn  crop,  the  great  crop  of  New  Jersey,  is  now  being 
produced  in  great  perfection ; one  of  the  members  of  this 
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Society  raised  ninety-five  bushels  of  shelled  corn  to  the  acre, 
on  ground  which  he  had  underdrained,  previous  to  which 
three  acres  of  the  same  land  would  not  produce  grass  enough 
to  pasture  one  cow. 

We  have  endeavored  and  succeeded  in  creating  a desire 
to  cultivate  fruits  of  the  finer  kinds,  to  an  extent  not  only 
sufficient  to  enable  every  farmer  to  have  his  own  table  bounti- 
fully supplied,  but  also  as  a crop  for  profit;  we  see  no  reason 
why  the  pear  and  the  grape  cannot  be  as  successfully  culti- 
vated as  the  peach.  L.  E.  Buckmans,  Escp,  of  Plainfield,  one 
of  the  first  pomologists  in  the  country,  is  now  giving  his 
attention  to  this  subject,  and  Messrs.  Yan  Deventer  of  Prince- 
ton, and  Ward  of  Newark,  have  been  eminently  successful 
in  the  cultivation  of  the  finest  varieties  of  the  pear. 

We  have  distributed  seeds,  rare  grafts,  and  many  valuable 
volumes;  these  will  at  some  future  day,  if  not  already  done, 
mark  the  benefit  conferred. 

The  introduction  of  agricultural  journals  has  been  a mat- 
ter of  vast  importance;  they  have  been  our  missionaries  in 
the  agricultural  field,  in  the  orchard,  in  the  garden  and  farm 
house ; no  matter  when  or  where  an  improvement  in  agri- 
culture is  made,  a labor  saving  machine  introduced,  a new 
variety  of  seed  or  fruit  grown,  an  unusual  crop  raised,  but 
these  messengers  will  tell  it  in  detail  to  every  farmer  at  his 
own  cheerful  fireside,  or  when  he  sits  under  the  grateful 
shade  of  his  own  porch. 

We  have  produced  a social  feeling  among  farmers,  and  that 
cannot  fail  to  produce  happy  results. 

We  acknowledge  that  we  have  left  undone  much  that  we 
were  anxious  to  do,  but  our  limited  means  has  retarded  our 
operations;  we  are  not  discouraged  in  our  efforts,  but  feel 
confident  that  by  a more  perfect  organization  of  our  Society, 
so  that  the  interest  now  manifested  in  the  advancement  of 
agriculture  may  be  concentrated,  the  best  talent  of  our  State 
brought  in  our  councils,  and  wise  and  good  men  to  guide 
our  operations,  we  can  do  all  and  even  more  than  all  we  ever 
anticipated. 
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The  Society  acknowledge  the  advantage  of  the  patronage, 
of  the  State  in  giving  us  a charter  and  annual  appropriation, 
thereby  making  this  in  a degree  a State  institution. 

We  trust  our  legislature  will  ever  bear  in  mind  that  the 
agricultural  interests  of  our  State  are  her  great  interests, 
and  that  in  her  wisdom  she  will  foster  and  encourage  the 
efforts  now  being  made  by  this  Society. 

Michigan,  New  York,  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  have 
chartered  Agricultural  Colleges,  and  other  States  are  taking 
action  in  this  important  subject — shall  the  soil  of  New  Jer- 
sey, enriched  by  the  blood  of  her  patriots,  be  neglected  ? 

A bill  is  before  Congress,  donating  public  lands  to  all  the 
States  and  Territories  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts  ; we  earnestly  recommend  the  attention  of  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  to  the  benefits  of 
this  bill,  if  passed,  would  confer  on  New  Jersey.  It  is  just, 
too,  for  the  lands  belong  to  the  whole  Union,  and  why 
should  not  the  old  thirteen  have  their  portion  of  them  ? 

A united  effort  on  the  part  of  the  producing  classes  of  our 
country  would  secure  the  passage  of  this  bill,  which  is  cal- 
culated to  benefit  the  whole  country,  by  securing  the  means 
to  enlarge  the  minds  and  operations  of  our  farmers  and  me- 
chanics. 

We  hope  an  act  will  be  passed  at  the  present  session  of 
our  Legislature,  to  secure  the  Society  against  the  intrusion 
of  those  disgusting  nuisances  that  show  themselves  adjacent 
to  and  on  the  outskirts  of  our  Fair  grounds;  also  an  act  to 
prevent  the  destruction  of  birds. 

The  Executive  Committee,  on  reviewivg  the  operations  of 
this  Society  since  its  formation,  feel  well  assured  of  its  use- 
fulness, and  that  with  an  improved  organization  it  may  be 
made  eminently  so ; various  plans  and  alterations  have  been 
from  time  to  time  suggested,  but  on  discussing  these  matters 
(and  we  hope  they  will  now  be  thoroughly  discussed)  expe- 
rience has  taught  us  that  the  enlightened  portion  of  the  far- 
mers themselves  must  come  up  to  the  work,  that  the  various 
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County  societies  should  act  in  unison  with  this  Society,  and 
that  there  should  be  no  sectional  feeling. 

A permanent  office  for  the  Society,  in  some  central  loca- 
tion, seems  to  be  actually  necessary  to  carry  out  the  Socie- 
ty’s usefulness ; and  here  the  Secretary  should  be  constantly 
on  hand  to  give  and  receive  information,  and  devote  his  time 
to  the  interests  of  the  Society;  and  in  connection  with  the 
office  and  adjacent  to  it,  should  be  a room  large  enough  to 
receive  and  exhibit  models  of  machinery,  plans  of  farm  build- 
ings, Ac.,  farming  implements,  specimens  of  seeds,  &c.,  de- 
pository for  plants,  cuttings,  seeds,  Ac.,  for  distribution ; 
here,  too,  should  be  kept  the  books,  papers  and  transactions 
of  the  Society,  all  the  correspondence  which  the  Secretary 
ought  to  have  with  County  associations,  or  with  friends  of 
the  Society  in  different  sections  of  the  State  ; they  should  be 
here  open  for  inspection,  and  these  rooms  should  be  emphat- 
ically, in  the  language  of  our  last  report,  “ the  farmers’ 
headquarters.”  At  the  last  annual  meeting  a committee  was 
appointed  with  a view  to  take  into  consideration  this  subject 
of  establishing  a permanent  office,  and  we  hope  now  to  hear 
from  them. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  Society  has  not  received 
reports  from  farmers  and  stock  breeders  in  relation  to  crops 
and  stock  raising;  much  valuable  and  interesting  matter  on 
these  and  other  topics  might  be  elicited,  if  our  farmers 
would  give  us  their  experience  in  writing.  The  County  so- 
cieties have  failed,  with  one  exception,  to  favor  us  with  any 
report  of  their  transactions ; by  reference  to  the  transactions 
of  the  New  York  State  Society,  we  find  most  valuable  re- 
ports, being  the  result  of  experiments  on  fencing,  hedging, 
draining,  feeding,  manuring,  Ac. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  have  only  to  say  they  have  given 
you  a condensed  and  brief  account  of  their  operations  ; they 
have  performed  all  in  their  power  to  advance  the  interests 
and  honor  of  the  Society.  It  is  the  business  of  this  Society 
to  make  farming  profitable  and  pleasant,  and  we  trust  the 
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officers  who  may  now  be  elected,  will  keep  that  object  con- 
tinually before  them. 

The  cultivation  of  the  soil  is  an  object  of  primary  import- 
ance ; from  it  flow  the  riches  of  the  whole  world  ; we  can- 
not doubt  for  a moment  that  a work  so  especially  important 
to  this  State  will  be  neglected,  but  that  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  carry  out  any  measure  calculated  to  render  this  im- 
portant work  complete  in  all  its  operations  ; our  soil,  climate 
and  position  are  particularly  favorable  to  the  development 
of  most  of  the  grasses,  grains  and  fruits  of  the  earth,  and 
only  require  the  energy  and  skill  of  man,  with  God’s  bles- 
sing, to  accomplish  it.  Surely  her  Legislatures  will  not  fail 
to  foster  and  aid  this  great  and  noble  work,  nor  this  So- 
ciety fail  to  continue  a work  so  well  begun,  until  every  bog 
and  swamp  shall  be  reclaimed,  and  every  farm  and  garden  be 
brought  to  its  highest  state  of  cultivation,  every  useful  animal 
be  bred  to  its  greatest  perfection,  and  the  farmer  himself 
occupying  the  elevated  social  position  his  profession  entitles 
him  to ; and  may  He  who  has  promised  to  give  us  forever  the 
early  and  the  latter  rain,  crown  all  our  efforts  with  success.

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The  President  then  delivered  the  following  sensible  and 
practical  address,  and,  as  will  be  seen,  concluded  by  resign- 
ing his  office. 


ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society  has  been  in 
existence  four  years,  and  in  September  last  held  its  Fourth 
Annual  Fair. 

It  is  my  firm  belief  that,  during  the  existence  of  the  So- 
ciety, its  officers  and  members  have  felt  a deep  interest  in  its 
welfare,  and  been  zealous  in  their  efforts  to  render  it  an  in- 
stitution valuable  to  the  farming  interests  of  the  State. 

On  its  formation,  the  first  question  discussed  was,  how  shall 
we  best  promote  these  interests  ? Various  suggestions  were 
made  by  the  different  members,  but  in  the  end  it  was  decided 
that  we  should  begin  by  holding  a fair,  as  that  would  enable 
us  to  ascertain  what  material  we  had  to  work  upon,  draw  the 
farmers  of  the  State  together,  interest  them  in  our  opera- 
tions, and  induce  them  to  join  our  efforts  to  do  all  we  could 
in  securing  and  disseminating  information. 

The  plan  adopted  proved,  I think  , to  be  a wise  one;  our 
first  fair  was  eminently  successful,  both  in  a pecuniary  point 
of  view  and  in  placing  ourselves  in  a position  to  be  useful. 
Our  operations  did  not  stop  with  the  fair ; measures  were 
taken  to  ascertain  from  every  part  of  the  State  what  was 
being  done  relative  to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil ; what  grass, 
grain,  crops  and  fruits  were  produced ; what  stock  raised, 
and  the  best  methods  of  draining,  its  effect,  &c.  We  secured 
and  distributed  seeds  of  grain,  potatoes,  melons,  &c.,  and 
also  a large  quantity  and  variety  of  new  seeds,  from  which 
much  benefit  and  information  resulted. 

We  had  a report  on  draining  from  one  farmer  in  particular, 
who,  by  judicious  draining,  reclaimed  a portion  of  his  farm 
from  bog  and  unhealthy  swamp,  and  made  it  rich  grain  and 
grass  growing  lands;  his  example  has  been  followed  by  others, 
an!  this  important  work  is  still  going  on  in  almost  every  part 
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of  the  State,  and  I understanding!}7  say,  that  at  this  day  many 
hundreds  of  acres  are  producing  good  crops  that  before  this 
example  were  valueless. 

The  second  fair,  held  a year  after  at  Newark,  was  still 
more  successful  than  the  first,  and  our  field  of  usefulness  in- 
creasing, farmers  were  becoming  ambitious  to  raise  the  lar- 
gest and  best  crops,  and  stock  breeders  had  a new  impulse 
given  them.  Fine  specimens  of  the  Durham,  Devon,  and 
Ayrshire  cattle,  of  Bakewell,  Leicester,  and  Southdown  sheep, 
of  Suffolk  and  other  swine,  and  (in  the  estimation  of  many 
above  all)  that  beautiful  and  useful  animal  the  horse,  in  great 
perfection,  were  all  on  exhibition  at  our  grounds,  their  va- 
rious merits  discussed,  and  their  breeds  propagated. 

At  the  United  States  Agricultural  Fair,  held  at  Boston  in 
1855,  the  first  premium  for  carriage  horses  was  awarded  to 
a pair  bred,  owned  and  exhibited  by  a citizen  of  this  State, 
and  the  year  before  exhibited  at  our  State  Fair  held  at  Cam- 
den. I can  say  the  same  of  the  Southdown  sheep.  Last  year 
Southdowns,  part  of  the  flock  of  a farmer  of  this  State, 
whilst  being  exhibited  at  our  fair,  were  pronounced  by  com- 
petent judges  to  be  the  best  in  the  United  States. 

Well,  gentlemen,  our  Society  went  on  flourishing,  and  we 
were  growing  not  only  useful  but  rich.  We  had  the  patron- 
age of  the  State  and  the  good  will  of  the  people,  and  when 
■we  came  up  to  this  city  to  elect  officers  for  the  next  year, 
all  was  harmonious  : we  were  prosperous  and  had  friends. 

But  our  third  fair,  held  at  New  Brunswick,  I regret  to  say, 
though  a fine  exhibition,  (perhaps  the  best  we  had,  and  one 
at  which  liberal  premiums  were  offered  and,  I do  sincerely 
believe,  fairly  managed,)  was  in  a pecuniary  way  a failure, 
and  there  was  a reason  for  it:  a blighting  financial  storm 
swept  over  the  world,  and  the  cloud  was  blackest  the  week 
of  our  fair. 

We  lost  all  and  more  than  all.  We  came  up  to  our  next 
annual  meeting  bankrupt, — our  little  fund  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  fair  all  gone,  not  a cent  in  the  Treasury,  and  we  owed 
upwards  of  $1,500.  At  that  meeting  I was  elected  your 
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President,  and  I am  happy  to  say,  an  efficient  Secretary,  Trea- 
surer, and  Executive  officers  were  elected  at  the  same  time. 

The  operations  of  the  Society,  for  want  of  funds,  were 
somewhat  checked  for  a time,  but  not  stopped.  A few  most 
worthy  members  of  the  Society  gave  us  a loan  sufficient  to 
pay  off  some  very  pressing  debts  and  keep  us  afloat,  and  in 
September  last  we  held  a fair  in  this  city,  and  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  has  shown  you  that  we  were  successful,  realizing 
from  it  enough  to  pay  off  the  old  debt,  the  loan  and  all  ex- 
penses, and  have  a balance  enough  to  hold  good  our  life 
member  fund,  or  very  near  it. 

The  $1,000  appropriated  by  the  State,  was  used  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  legislature,  in  paying 
premiums  as  far  as  it  would  go. 

I have  thus  given  you  a short  history  of  our  Society,  or 
such  details  as  I thought  circumstances  required. 

Gentlemen,  this  problem  is  now  solved:  that  New  Jersey 
can  and  will  support  a State  Agricultural  Society. 

Of  its  usefulness  I have  not  a doubt,  and  that  the  appro- 
priation of  the  State  of  $1,000  was  proper  and  right,  I think 
our  representatives  in  the  State  Legislature  will  now  acknow- 
ledge. I am  sure  they  will  never  overlook  the  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State,  but  be  liberal  in  sustaining  and  en- 
couraging them  when  they  see  for  themselves  the  effect  which 
an  enlightened  attention  to  the  principal  of  improving  farm- 
ing has  produced.  The  Society,  at  its  annual  fairs,  has  always 
been  honored  by  the  presence  of  the  Governor  and  many 
Honorable  members  of  the  Legislature.  I trust  they  will 
always  deem  it  a festival  worthy  of  their  presence,  and  by 
their  judicious  appropriations,  make  our  farmers  feel  that 
their  association  shall  be  in  a measure  an  institution  of  the 
State. 

Every  officer  of  this  Society  will,  I am  sure,  join  me  in  the 
pleasure  I take  in  alluding  to  the  interest  the  Press  of  this 
State  has  taken  in  our  welfare.  The  members  of  the  Press 
we  welcome  to  our  fairs  and  consultations,  as  heartily  as  we 
do  their  journals  to  our  homes.  The  Railroad  and  Steam- 
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boat  Companies  have  our  thanks  for  their  liberal  dealing 
with  us.  The  Society  acknowledge  their  gratitude  to  the 
citizens  of  the  cities  where  our  fairs  have  been  held,  for  their 
liberality  and  hospitality,  and  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  citizens  of  this  city  for  their  prompt  action  in  giving  it 
substantial  aid  in  our  last  exhibition. 

And  now,  members  of  this  Society  and  farmers  of  New 
Jersey,  let  me  appeal  to  you  to  sustain  and  cherish  this  insti- 
tution liberally  and  wisely,  as  you  honor  your  profession.  I 
call  on  you  to  sustain  an  institution  that  if  properly  managed 
will  honor  you.  Brother  farmers,  you  all  know  that  to  be 
successful  in  farming  we  must  work  with  our  hands,  and  shall 
we  not  work  intelligently?  Shall  we  not  call  to  our  aid  the 
chemist  and  geologist,  that  we  may  learn  how  mother  earth 
performs  her  wonderful  operations?  You  know  that  your 
orchards  and  gardens  once  produced  delicious  fruit,  but  that 
now,  with  but  few  exceptions,  we  raise  scarce  a good  apple 
or  pear.  The  exceptions  show  us  we  all  may  again  have  good 
fruit.  What  was  once  a surer  crop  than  the  potato  ? What 
is  it  now  with  many  of  us?  Wheat  in  the  State  of  New 
York  was  once  a sure  crop.  What  is  it  now?  And  are  we 
sure  the  same  evils  may  not  befal  our  wheat  crop?  How  do 
we  know  that  Indian  corn,  now  so  surely  and  easily  raised, 
may  not  before  long  have  some  trouble  ? Is  it  not  the  part 
of  wisdom  to  take  counsel  together  and  watch  these  things? 
What  is  a practical  farmer  in  the  general  acceptance  of  the 
word  ? Why  one  who  labors  with  his  own  hands  and  his 
own  team.  Ought  this  to  be  the  proper  definition  ? Surely 
not;  he  ought  to  be  a thinking  man,  for  my  own  experience 
in  farming  has  fully  convinced  me  that  it  is  of  equal  import- 
ance to  the  farmer  to  have  the  strong  thinking  mind  as  the 
strong  working  arm.  The  farms  of  this  State,  as  a general 
thing,  have  been  overworked ; farmers  by  dear  bought  ex- 
perience find  this  will  no  longer  do,  and  at  the  present  time 
there  is  a great  desire  for  improvement.  Special  manures 
are  now  found  in  every  town  and  village  that  will,  if  all  be 
true  that  the  venders  of  them  say,  work  miracles  and  cure  all 
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the  ills  the  soil  is  heir  to.  Self-created  professors  too,  are 
lecturing  on  what  they  call  scientific  agriculture,  who  are 
merely  heralding  the  merits  of  their  own  compositions,  which 
on  trial  we  find  vile  impositions.  In  this  particular  too,  my 
own  experience  has  told  me  that  though  we  live  in  an  age  of 
progress,  we  live  in  an  age  of  humbug  also. 

Generally  speaking,  the  farmers  as  a class  are  not  as  well 
educated  for  their  profession  as  men  of  other  callings  are  for 
their’s.  This  is  very  easily  accounted  for.  Men  of  other 
callings  live  in  cities  and  towns,  where  they  come  in  contact 
and  competition  with  each  other,  and  in  that  way  every  faculty 
of  mind  and  body  is  brought  to  bear  on  their  own  particular 
calling.  The  farmers  live  isolated  and  without  competitors. 
Now  it  seems  to  me  to  be  reasonable,  that  an  association  of 
farmers  is  what  we  want  to  overcome  these  difficulties  in  the 
path  to  progress  and  improvement.  In  this  way  we  can  take 
counsel  together  as  to  what  manures,  implements,  &c.,  are 
most  economical,  what  seeds  and  crops  are  best  suited  to  our 
various  farms,  what  stock  is  most  profitable  to  our  peculiar 
location,  compare  notes  with  each  other,  verbally  or  in  wri- 
ting, as  to  our  own  practical  experience,  and  if  we,  as  I think 
we  ought  to,  call  science  to  our  aid,  we  may  in  this  way  ob- 
tain that  which  is  true  and  reject  that  which  is  erroneous. 
By  our  yearly  exhibitions,  the  farmers  throughout  the  State 
are  brought  together,  and  have  opportunity  to  inspect,  per- 
sonally, farming  implements  and  machinery,  new  seeds,  su- 
perior animals,  and  produce  of  the  best  our  farms  yield,  and 
in  this  way  a social  feeling  and  a spirit  of  emulation  is  de- 
veloped, which,  in  his  isolation,  would  forever  have  lain 
dormant. 

I had  the  pleasure  of  being  introduced  to  ex-Chancellor 
McCoun,  President  of  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  So- 
ciety, and  had  a very  agreeable  and  profitable  conversation 
with  him  on  the  subject  of  Agricultural  Societies.  At  my 
request  he  wrote  m'eaa  letter  detailing  the  organization  and 
management  of  that  body.  I have  it  with  me,  and  with  your 
permission  will  call  on  our  Secretary  to  read  it.  I beg  leave 
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to  call  your  particular  attention  to  their  mode  of  electing 
their  officers.  I think  a similar  practice  with  us  would,  in  a 
great  measure,  remove  sectional  feeling  and  secure  to  the 
Society  the  services  of  the  best  men  in  the  State,  and  we  want 
those  men. 

The  eminent  success  and  great  usefulness  of  that  associa- 
tion to  the  State  of  New  York  is,  I presume,  well  known  to 
all  of  you ; a careful  study  of  their  transactions  would  be  a 
profitable  study  to  every  farmer. 

In  accordance  with  a custom  of  this  Society,  which  is  to 
elect  a new  President  every  year,  I now  tender  you  my  re- 
signation, to  give  place  to,  I truly  hope,  a better  man.  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers 
of  this  Society  who  have  served  and  co-operated  with  me 
during  the  past  year.  To  their  services  is  due  the  success 
that  has  marked  our  last  year’s  operations.  The  recollections 
of  the  honor  conferred  on  me,  and  the  pleasant  associations 
connected  with  the  Presidency,  I will  always  gratefully  re- 
member. That  you  may  prosper  and  be  useful,  is  my  ardent 
hope. 

The  preamble  and  resolution  which  were  introduced  and 
laid  on  the  table  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  providing  for 
the  permanent  location  of  the  Society,  as  follows,  were  called 
up  and  debated : 

Whereas,  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  the  State 
Agricultural  Society  should  have  a permanent  site  for  the 
holding  of  its  annual  Fair,  in  some  convenient  and  central 
part  of  the  State,  and  should  have  erected  thereon  suitable 
buildings  for  the  display  of  agricultural  and  horticultural 
products  and  implements  of  husbandry,  with  apartments  for 
the  collection  and  distribution  of  seeds,  plants,  &c.,  and 
other  conveniences  necessary  to  the  promotion  of  agricul- 
ture; and  whereas,  for  the  greater  advantage  of  the  said 
Society,  the  site  and  buildings  above  stated  should  be  the 
property  of  the  Society,  which  is  author-feed  by  its  charter  to 
own  and  possess  property ; therefore, 

Resolved , That  the  Society  be  authorized  to  raise  a fund 
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for  the  purchase  of  land  and  carrying  out  of  the  aforesaid 
object,  by  the  issue  of  certificates  of  stock  to  the  amount  of 
$30,000,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  ten  dollars  each,  payable 
in  such  instalments  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society. 

After  a lengthy  discussion,  on  motion,  the  resolution  was 
laid  on  the  table  until  the  first  day  of  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing, and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  give  notice  that  the 
subject  would  be  brought  before  the  Society  to  be  acted 
upon,  for  three  months  previous  to  the  meeting. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  elect  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Governor  William  A.  Newell  was  elected  President,  and, 
on  motion,  Messrs.  Conover  and  Freese  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  wait  upon  that  gentleman  and  acquaint  him 
with  the  fact.

Dr.  Freese,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon 
Governor  Newell,  reported  that  they  had  done  so,  and  that 
the  Governor  desired  to  express  through  him,  his  thanks  for 
the  honor  that  had  been  conferred  upon  him,  and  to  assure 
the  Society  that  he  should  seek  to  promote  and  further  its 
interests  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  He  apologized  for  not 
attending  the  meeting,  being  prevented  from  doing  so  by  ur- 
gent official  duties. 

Notice  was  given  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
relative  to  the  number  composing  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented,  and  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  respectfully  recommends  and 
requests  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  State  in 
Congress  to  urge,  by  all  means  in  their  power,  the  passage 
of  the  bill  now  before  Congress  for  promoting  agricultural 
and  mechanical  education  by  grants  of  public  lands. 

A vote  of  thanks  was  then  tendered  to  the  President  and 
Vice  Presidents,  the  Secretary  and  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, after  which  the  Society  adjourned.
